overflowed with the ſea. The travellers which 
travel that way, take their journey through them 
at a low or ebb water : if any man or horſe fall 
in, his fellow travellers caſting their cloaks or o- 
ther cloaths about that part where he ſinks in, 


and ſo running often about, the ſands ſwell up in 


a height, and fo vomit out that which is fallen 
into the ſinking hole. Upon the banks of Sul- 
way, in June and 7uly, the country people ga- 
ther up the ſand within the flood-mark, bringing 
it to land, and Jaying it in great heaps ; thereaf- 
ter, they make the ſalt ſpring water, and caſt it 
upon the ſand (with a certain device) cauſing the 
water to run through the ſand into a hollow pit,

robene, the earl of Southerland's reſidence, with 


goodly orchards, where grows good ſaphron and 
golſpiton: the Rivers are Ferryhuns, Brora, 


Helmſdail, with a caſtle, abundant in ſalmond 
and other fiſhes, and good ſtore of beaſtial: there 


are alſo hills of white Marble, and the Ord-head, 
being very high and of difficil paſſage. In South- 
erland is good ſalt and coals. Fhree miles above 


the river of Brora, the carl of Southerland hath 
one 
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one iſland, called Broray, a delectable habitation, 
and pleaſant for hunting of red deer and toes, 
in the wilderneſs of both the ſides of the Loch. 
Next Southerland lies Straithnavern, the caſtle * 
of Far, where the lord of Macky hath his ſpecial 
reſidence. The caſtles of Tunge, the country of 
Straithy and Durineſs, with the caſtle thereof, 
with ſundry Iſlands, as Ship-land, Hip-land, Mar- 
ten-iſland, Congy-iſland, all unknown to the au- 
thor. Next lies Caithneſs ; where ir marches 
with Stranavern, is the furtheſt North-country 
of all Scotland; and thoſe two draw the breadth 
of Scotland in a narrow front. In them are three 
promontories or heads, the higheſt whereof is in 
Stranavern, called Orcas, or Travidum, the o- 
ther two, not ſo high, are in Caithneſs, Verue- 
drum, now named Hoya, and Berebrum, now 
called Dunſby : at the foot of this hill there is a 
pretty haven for them that travel from Orknay 
by ſea ; there are mountains called Hoburnhead, 
Maydens, Pape, the caſtle of Baridale, with a ri- 
ver, abundant in ſalmond and other fiſhes. The 
caſtle of Dumbeth, with a goodly river, with the 
towns of Weik and Thirſo, with Ichon a river, 
the caſtle of Garniggo, the earl of Cathneſs ſpeci- 
al reſidence. The caſtles of Akergile, Keis, Preſick, 
old Weik, Ormly, Scrabſtar, Dunray, Brawl and 
May, Durrethead is a hill of Marble ; the rivers 
are the river of Berridale, Dunberth, Weik, Thir- 
fo, Fors. This country is abundant in corns, 
beaſtial, ſalmond, and other fiſhes. 


Of the Iſles of Scotland in general. 


OW reſteth it to ſpeak ſomewhat of the 


iſles. They are divided (which as it were 
a crown) 


N 
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a crown) in three claſſes or ranks, the Weſt iſles, 
Orknay iſles, and Zeitland iſles: the Weſt iſles 
les in the Deucalidon ſea, from Ireland, almoſt 
to Orknay, upon the weſt-ſide of Scotland, they 
are called Hebrides, and by ſome Acbudæ they 
are ſcattered into the Deucalidon ſea, to the num- 
ber of three hundred and above. Of old the kings 
of Scotland kept theſe iſles in their poſſeſſion, un- 
til the time of Donald, brother to King Malcolm 
the third, who gave them to the king of Norway, 
upon condition that he ſhould aſſiſt him in uſurp. 
ing of the kingdom of Scotland, againſt law and 
. reaſon, The Danes and Norway people kept poſ- 
. ſeſſion of them for the ſpace of 160 years; and 
N then king Alexander the third, overcoming the 
| Danes and Norway men in a great battle, thruſt 
[ them out of the iſles: yet afterward they attempt- 
| 


ed to recover their liberty, partly truſting to their 

own ſtrength, and partly moved by ſeditions in 
bi the main land of this country, creating kings of 
h themſelves, as not long ago, John (of the houſe 
of Clandonald) did uſurp the name of king, as 
1 others had done before. In food, raiment, and 
ö all things pertaining to their family, they uſe the 
" ancient frugality of the Scots. 
0 Their banquets are huntings and fiſnings. They 
ſeeth the fleſh in the tripe, or elſe in the ſkin of 
i the beaſts, filling the ſame full of water. Now 
and then in hunting, they ſtrain out the blood, 
and eat the fleſh raw. Their drink is the broth 
of ſodden fleſh. They love very well the drink 
made of whey, and kept certain years, drinking 
the ſame at feaſts; it is named of them Blandium. 
The moſt part of them drink water. Their cu- 
ſtom is to make their bread of oats and barley, 
(which are the only kinds of grain that grow in 


theſe parts :) Experience (with time) hath taught 
| them 
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* em to make it in ſuch ſort, that it is not un- 
FN deaſant to eat- They take a little of it in the 
UN norning, and ſo paſſing to the hunting, or any 


e ther buſineſs, content themſelves therewith, with= 
ut any other kind of meat till evening. 

They delight to wear marled cloaths, ſpecially, 
hat have long ſtrips of ſundry colours; they love 


hiefly purple and blue. Their predeceſſors uſed. 
hort mantles, or plaids of diverſe colours, ſun- 
iry ways divided; and amongſt ſome, the ſame 
uſtom is obſerved to this day ; but for the modt 
hart now, they are broun, moſt near to the co- 
our of the hadder; to the effect, when they lie 
mong the hadder, the bright colour of their 
plaids ſhall not bewray them: with the which ra- 
Wher colours, then clad, they ſuffer the moſt cru- 
el tempeſt that blow in the open field, in ſuch 
ort, that under a wryth of ſnow they ſleep ſound. 
In their houſes alſo, they ly upon the ground, 
lying betwixt them and it brakens or hadder, 
the roots thereof down, and the tops up, ſo pret- 
tily laid together, that they are as ſoft as feather- 
beds, and much more wholſome; for the tops 
themſelves are dry of nature, whereby they dry 
[the weak humours, and reſtore again the ſtrength 
of the ſinews troubled before, and that ſo evi- 
dently, that they, who at evening go to reſt ſore 
and weary, riſe in the morning whole and able. 
As none of theſe people do care for feather-beds 
and bedding, ſo take they great pleaſure in rude- 
neſs and hardneſs. If for their own commodity, 
or upon neceſlity, they travel to any other coun- 
try, they reject the ſeather- beds and bedding of 
their hoſt : they wrap themſelves in their own 
plaids, ſo taking their reſt careful indeed, leſt that 
barbarous delicacy of the main land (as they term 


it) 
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it) corrupt their natural and country hardneſs 
Their armour wherewith they cover their bo 
dies in time of war, is an iron bonnet and an ha 
bergion, ſide, almoſt even to their heels. Their 
weapons againſt their enemies, are bows and ar. 
rows. The arrows are for the moſt part hooked, 
with a barble on either ſide, which once entere( 
within the body, cannot be drawn forth again, 
unleſs the wound be made wider. Some of then 
fight with broad-ſwords and axes. In place of: 
drum, they uſe a bagpipe. They delight much 
in muſick, but chiefly in harps and clariſhoes of 
their own faſhion. The ſtrings of the clariſhoe; 
are made of braſs-wyre, and the ſtrings of th: 
harps of ſinews: which ſtrings they ſtrike eitherWQ ler 
with their nails, growing long, or elſe with u 4! 
inſtrument appointed for that uſe. They take in 
reat pleaſure to deck their harps and clariſhoe: iſh 9! 
with ſilver and precious ſtones; and poor ones n 
that cannot attain hereunto, deck them with chry- WW 
ſtal. They ling verſes prettily compounded, con- 
taining (for the moſt part) praiſes of valiant I tt 
men. There is not almoſt any other argument, 2. 
whereof their rimes intreat. They ſpeak the an- Ii " 
cient language, altered a little.

He firſt is the Iſle of Man, of old, called 
Dubonia there was a town in it, named 
Sodora, the biſhop of the iſles ſeat. It 

lies almoſt midway betwixt Ireland and Cumber in 

England, and Galloway in Scotland, 24 miles in 

length, and 18 in breadth. Next unto Man is 

Ailſay, into the firth of Clyde, with a caſtle there- 

in, and hard high craig on all ſides, except at 

one entry unmanured. There comes a great 
number of boats there to fiſh keeling. There are 
many conies and ſoland geeſe in it. It lies be- 
twixt Ireland upon the north- weſt, Carrick upon 

t the north-eaſt, and Kintyre upon the ſouth-eaſt ; 

„24 miles from Ailſay, lies Arran, almoſt direct 

north, 24 miles of length, and 16 of breadth. 

The whole iſland riſeth in high and wild moun- 

tains, manured only upon the ſea ſide, where the 

ground is loweſt. The ſea runs in, and makes a 

well large creek into it : the entries whereof are 

cloſed by the iſland Molas; a very ſure haven 
for ſhips; and in the waters, which are always 
calm, is great abundance of fiſh, that ſundry times 
the country people taking more then may ſuſtain 
them for a day, they caſt them in again in the 
ſea, as it were in a ſlank. Next Arran lies the 
iſle Flada, fertile of conies. Further in it is ſitu- 
ate.the iſle of Bute, within the firth of Clyde, 8 
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miles in length, and 4 in breadth, from Arran 
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hands. North - weſt from the Mule, over again 
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eight miles, ſouth-eaſt, and ſrom Argyle, ſouth-· weſ 
half a mile, Cunningham lies by eaſt of it 6 mile; 
It is a low country, commodious for corn and 
ſtore, with a town of the ſame name, and the ol} 
caſtle of Roſa ; with another caſtle in the midi 
of it, named Cames. The iſle Mernoca, a mil 
of length, and half a mile of breadth, lies loy 
ſouth-weſtwards, well manured and fertil : with: 
in the firth of Clyde lies little Cambra, fertil d 
fallow deer; and great Cambra fertil of corns 
From the Mule of Kintyre, a little more then! 
mile, is Porticoſa Avona, getting that name fron 
the creek of water, that kept the Danes nay 
there, at what time they had the iſles in thei 


the coaſt of Ireland, lies Rachuda. And fron 
Kintyre four miles is the iſle Cararia ; and no 
far from thence Gigaia, 6 miles of length, and 
a mile and a half of breadth. Twelve mil: 
from Gigaia, lies Jura, four and twenty mile: 
of length. The ſhore ſide of Jura is wel 
manured ; and the inward part of the coun: 
try is clad with wood, full of dcer of ſundry kinds, 
Two miles from Jura lies Scarba, four miles in 
length, and a mile in breadth. The tide of the 
ſea, betwixt this iſle and Jura, is ſo violent, that 
it is not poſlible to pals it, either by fail or oar, 
except at certain times. At the back of this iſle, 
is the iſle Ballach, Geniſtaria, Gearaſtilla, Longa- 
ja; the two Fidlais, the three Barbais, Culbrem: 
na, Dunum, Coilp, Cuparia, Beluahua, Vikera- 
na, Vitulina, Lumga, Seila, Scana. Theſe three 
laſt Iſlands are fertil in corn and fore, pertaining 
to the earl of Argyle. Next unto them is Sklata, 
named from a ſclate quarrie that is in it. 

Then Negnigoſa, and Eiſdalſa, and e 
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and the iſle Thiania, Uderga, and the king's 
iſland e then Duffa that is black; and the iſland 
of the church, and Triaracha : and then the iſland

- greateſt iſland next unto Jura, weſt-ward is Pla, 


twenty four miles in length, and ſixteen in breadth, 
extended from the ſouth to the north, abundant 
in ſtore, corns, deer and lead: there is a freſh 
water in it, called Laia, and a creck of ſalt was» 
ter ; and therein are many iſlands. There 1s al- 
ſo a freſh water loch, wherein ftands the iſland, 
named Fallingania, ſometime the chief ſeat of all 
the iſles men. There the governor of the illes 
uſurping the name of king, was wont to dwell. 
Near unto this iſland, and ſomewhat leſs than it, 
is the round iſland, taking the name from coun- 
ſel; for therein was the juſtice-ſeat, and fourteen 
of the moſt worthy of the country did miniſter ju- 


tice unto all the reſt continually, and intreated of 


the weighty affairs of the realm in counſel, whoſe 
great equity and diſcretion kept peace both at 
home and abroad: and with peace, was the com- 
panion of peace, abundance of all things. Be-

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twixt Ila and Jura lies a little iſland, taking the

the great iſland Auchnarra, the iſland made like 
a man, the iſle of Zohn Slakebadis. At the weſt 
corner of Ila lies Overſa, where the ſea is moſ 
tempeſtuous, and at certain hours unnavigable, 
The merchants iſland : and ſouth-weſtwards from 
it, Uſabraſta, Tanaſta, and Neſa. The weaver;

2 mile from Ornanſa, Coluanſa. North from Co- 
luanſa, lies the Mule, 20 miles from Ila. This 
iſle is 24 miles of length, and as much of breadth, 
fruitful of corns : there are many woods in it, 
and many herds of deer, and a good haven for 
ſhips : there are in it two waters well ſpread of 
ſalmond fiſhes, and ſome ſtripes not empty there- 
of. There are alſo two lochs in it, and in every 
one an iſland, and in every iſland a tower. The 
ica running in this iſland at four ſundry parts, 
make four ſalt-water lochs therein, all four a- 
bounding in herring. To the, north-weſt lies 
Columbaria, or the Dove-iſland: to the ſouth- 
eaſt Era: both the one and the other profitable 
for beaſtial, corns, and for fiſhings. From this 
illand lies the iſland of St. Colme, two miles of 
length, and more then a mile of breadth, fertil of 
all things, renowned by the ancient monuments 
of the country, There were two Abbeys in this 
iſland, and a court, or a pariſh-church, with ma- 
ny chappels, builded of the liberality of the kings 
of Scotland, and governors of the les.

tombs : upon the weſt-ſide are ſtones graven, 
which ſtand in the midſt, bearing this title, The 
tombs of the kings of Sc atland. It is ſaid, there 
were forty eight kings of Scotland buried there. 
The tomb upon the right-ſide hath this i nſerip- 
tion, The tombs of the kings of Ireland. It is re- 
corded, that there were four kings of Ireland bu- 
Iried there. Upon the left- ſide it hath this inſcrip- 
tion, The tombs of the kings of Norway. The re- 
port is, that there were eight kings of that nati- 
on buried there. The notable houſes of the iſles 
have their tombs in the reſt of the church-yard, 
ſeverally by themſelves. About this iſland, and 
near unto it, there are ſix Iſlands, right fruitful, 
given by the ancient kings of Scotland, and go- 
| vernors of the iſles, to the Abbey of St. Colme. 
| Soa is a very profitable ground for ſheep; but the 
chief commodities in it conſiſt in ſea-fowls that 
build therein, ſpecially of their eggs. Next unto! 
it is the iſle of Women: then Rudana. Near un- 
to it Bernira : and from that Skennia, half a 
| mile diſtant from the Mule. The ſea- ſide of it a- 
bound in conies. Five miles hence lies Froſa. 
All their isles are ſubje& to St. Colmes Abbey. 
Two miles from Froſa lieth Vilua, five miles of 
length, fruitful of corn and ſtore, with a commo- 
{ dious haven for gallies or boats. Upon the ſouth- 
ſide of it lieth Toluanſo, with a wood of nut- 
| trees, reaſonably fruitful. About three hundred 
paces from this island lieth Gomatra, two miles

clade Hareis, a country fertil enough in corns and 


good paſtorage, with a high hill, overcovered with 
graſs, to the very top: many ſheep are ſeen feed- 
ing there maſterleſs, pertaining peculiarly to no 
man, for there is neither wolf, fox or ſerpent ſeen 
there, albeit, betwixt that and Lews, there be great 
woods full of deer. In that part of the island is 
a water, well ſtored of ſalmond, and other filhes : 
upon the north-lide it is well manured : Upon 
the ſea ſide there are four churches, one caſtle, ſe- 
ven great running waters, and twelve leſs, all 
plentiful of ſalmond, and other fiſhes. The ſea 
enters in the land in divers parts, making ſundry 
ſalt water lochs, all plentiful of herring, with a- 
bundance of ſheep. In this country is great abun- 
dance of barley. In this island is ſuch abun- 
dance of whales taken (as aged men report) their 
tenth will extend to 27 whales, alſo a great cave 
wherein the ſea at a low water abides two fathom 
high, and at a full ſea, four fathom deep. People 
of all ſort and ages fit upon the rocks thereof, 
with hook and line, taking great multitude of all 
kind of fiſhes. South-eaſt from Lews almoſt 60 
miles, there is a fertil island, low and plain, cal- 
led Rona, well manured : the lord of the ground 

limits 
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limits certain number of houſholds to occupy it, 
appointing for every houſhold, few or many ſheep, 
according to his pleaſure, whereon they may ea- 
fily live and pay his rent. In this island is a chap. 
pel, dedicated to St. Ronan, wherein (as aged men 
report) there is always a ſpade, wherewith when 


any is dead, they find the place of his grave mar- 


ked. Beſides other fiſhes in this island, is great 
plenty of whales: 16 miles from Rona, weſt, lies 
Suilkeraia, a mile of length ; but in it grows no 
kind of herb, not ſo much as hadder : ſea-fow!s 
lay eggs there, and do hatch. They of Leogus 
next neighbours unto it, get great profit thereby, 
In that island is feen a rare kind of fowl, unknown 


to other countries, called Calca, little leſs then a 


goole, they come in the ſpring- time, and every 
year have and nouriſh their young ones. They caſt 
their feathers, which have no ſtalk, like unto down, 

Now follow the isles of Orknay, (of old called, 
the realm of the Picts,) lying ſcattered, partly in 
the Deucalidon fea, partly in the Germain ſea. 
The common people to this day are very careful 
to keep the ancient frugality of their predeceſſors, 
and in that reſpe& they continue in good health 
for the moſt part, both in mind and body, ſo that 
few die of ſickneſs, but all for age. They have 
barley and oats, whereof they make both bread 
and drink. They have ſufficient ſtore of quick 
goods, nolt, ſheep, and goats, great plenty of 
milk, cheeſe and butter. They have innumerable 
ſea-fowls, whereof (and fiſh for the moſt part) 
they make their common food. There is no ve- 


nomous beaſt in Orknay. There is no kind of 


tree, except hadder. They have an old Cup a- 
mong them, called St. Magnus Cup, the firſt man 
that brought the chriſtian religion into that coun- 
try. There are about thirty three islands in Or#-

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nay, whereof thirteen are inhabited: the remnant 


are reſerved for nouriſhing of cattle; the greateſt 
isle is named, Pomana. The firm land thirty 
miles of length, ſufficiently inhabited. It hath 
twelve country pariſh churches, and one town 


called Kirkwall : in this town there are two tow- 
ers, builded not far the one from the other. One 
of them appertains to the king, the other to the 


biſhop. 


Betwixt theſe two towers ſtands one 


church, very magnifick : betwixt the church and 
the towers, on either ſide, are ſundry goodly 


buildings, which the inhabitants name the king's 


town, and the biſhop's town. The whole islands 
run out in promontories or heads, the ſea run- 


ning in, and makes ſure havens for ſhips, and 


harbours for boats. In ſix ſundry places of this 


isle, there are mines of good lead and tin, as it 
| is to be found in any part of Britain. This 
island is diſtant from Caithnes about twenty four 
miles, divided by the Picts ſea. In this ſea, are 
diverſe islands ſcattered here and there: of whom, 
Stroma, lying four miles from Caithnes is one, ve- 
ry fruitful ; the earls of Caithnes being lord there- 
of. Northward lies ſouth Ranal/ay, five miles 
long, with a commodious haven, with two little 


islands or holmes, good for paſtorage. Toward 
the north lies Burra, Suna, Flata, Fara, Hoia and 
Walles. In theſe islands are the higheſt hills that 
are in all Orknay. Hoia and Walles are ten miles 
of length, diſtant from Ranal/ay eight miles, and 
more then twenty from Dunkirk in Caithnes - 
north is the isle Graniſa and Cobeſa. Siapinſa, 
turning ſomewhat eaſt, lies two miles from Kirk- 
wall, even over againſt it ſix miles of length. 
Right weſt from Siapinſa are Gar/a and Egliſa,

In this iſland no kind of ſhe- beaſt 
will leave twenty four hours together, except 
kine, ewes, conies, and ſuch like beaſts as may 
de eaten. The people are apparelled after the 4/- 
main faſhion, and according to their ſubſtance, 
not unſeemly. Their commodity conſiſteth in 
courſe cloath, which they ſell to Norway-men, 
with fiſh, oil and butter- They fiſh in little 
cock-boats, bought from Norway-men that make 
them : they ſalt ſome of the fiſh that they take, 
and ſome of them they dry in the wind. They 
ſell thoſe wares, and pay their maſters with the 
ſilver thereof.

realm of Scotland: Now touching ſondifi 
things concerning the ſame in general. In tl 
fields, and in all places of the country, (except ti 
parts where continual habitation of people mak: 
impediment) there is great abundance of har: 
red deer, fellow deer, roes, wild horſes, wolv 
and foxes, and ſpecially in the high countries oi 
Athol, Argyle, Lorn, Lochaber, Marr, and Bf. 
dynoch, where is ſundry times ſeen 1500 reli 
deer, being hunted altogether. Theſe wild hors 
are not gotten but by great ſleight and policy: 


tain tame horſes and mares amongſt them, where 
with in the end they grow ſo familiar, that the 
afterward go with them to and fro; and final} 
home into their maſters yards, where they be ti 
ken, and ſoon broken to their hands, the owners 
obtaining great profit thereby. The wolves are 
moſt fierce and noiſome unto the herds and flocks 
in all parts of Scotland. Foxes do much miſchief i 

in all ſteads, chiefly in the mountains where they 


be hardly hunted : howbeit art hath deviſed 2 f 
mean to prevent their malice, and to preſerve the _ 
poultrie in ſome part: and ſpecially in Glenmoors, 2s 
every houſe nouriſhes a young fox, and then kil- = 
ling the ſame, they mix the fleſh thereof amongſt PE 
ſuch meat as they give unto the fowls and other ſo 
little beaſtial : And by this means ſo many fowls f 


or 
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r cattle as eat hereof, are ſafely preſerved from 
he danger of the fox, by the ſpace of almoſt two 
onths after, ſo that they may wander whither 
ey will: for the foxes ſmelling the fleſh of their 
lows, yet in their crops, will in no wiſe med- 
Die with them, but eſchew and know ſuch a one, 
iho' it were among a hundred of others. In 
Nceotland are dogs of marvellous condition, above 
ee nature of other dogs. The firſt is a hound of 
eat ſwiftneſs, hardineſs and ſtrength, fierce and 
M&ruel upon all wild beaſts, and eager againſt 
ie ves, that offer their maſters any violence. 
The ſecond is a Ratch or hound, very exqui- 
te in following the foot (which is called 
Wrawing) Whither it be of man or beaſt, yea he 
Pill purſue any manner of fow], and find out 
whatſoever fiſh haunting the land, or lurking a- 
mongſt the rocks, ſpecially the otter, by that ex- 
ellent ſcent of ſmelling, wherewith he is endu- 
ed. The third ſort is no greater then the afore- 
aid ratches, in colour for the moſt part red, with 
black ſpots, or elſe black and full of red marks : 
heſe are ſo ſkilful (being uſed by practice) that 
they will purſue a thief, or thief ſtollen goods, 
in moſt preciſe manner, and finding the treſpaſ- 
{cr with great audacity, they will make a race up- 
on him, or if he take the water for his ſafeguard, 
he ſhrinketh not to follow him : and entring and 
iſſunng at the ſame place where the party went in 
and out, he never ceaſeth to range till he hath 
noiſed his footing, and be come to the placeXyhere- 
in the thief is ſhrewded or hid. Theſe dogs are 
called Sleuthhounds. There was a law amongſt 
the borderers of England and Scotland, that who-

There are other kinds of fowls, the like are ry 
to be ſeen, as the capercaily, greater in bod 
then the raven, living only by the rindes an 
barks of trees. There are alſo many moor-cock 
and hens, which abſtaining from corn, do fe 
only upon hadder-crops. Theſe two are ver 
delicate in eating: the third is reddiſh, black 9 
colour, in quantity compared to the pheſant, anl 
no leſs delicious in taſte and favour at the tahle 
called the black or wild cocks. 

Salmond is more plentiful in Scotland, then in 
any other region of the world, in harveſt · tim 
they come from the ſeas, up in ſmall rivers, when 
the waters moſt are ſhallow, and there the mal: 
and female, rubbing their bellies or wombs one 
againſt another, they ſhed their ſpawn, which 
forthwith they cover with ſand and gravel, and 
ſo depart away: from henceforth they are gaunt 


nought elſe but ſkin and bone: and therefore oui 
of uſe and ſeaſon to be eaten. Some ſay, if they 
touch any their full fellows, during the time of Þ 
their leanneſs, the ſame ſide which they touched 
will bebome lean. The foreſaid ſpawn and melt, 
being hidden in the ſand, (as you have heard) in 
the next ſpring doth yield great number of little 
iry, fo neſh and tender for a long time, that till 
they come to be ſo great as a man's finger, (if 
vou catch any of them) they melt away, as it 
were 
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a wero gelly or a blob of water: from henceforth 


they go to the ſea, where within twenty days, 
they grow to a reaſonable greatneſs, and then 
returning to the place of their generation, they 
ſhew a notable ſpectacle, to be conſidered. There 
are many lins or pools which being in ſome places 
among the rocks, very ſhallow above, and deep 
beneath, with the fall of the water, and thereto 


the ſalmond not able to pierce through the chan- 


nel, either for ſwiftneſs of the courſe, or depth 
of the deſcent, he goeth ſo near to the ſide of the 
rock or dam as he may, and there adventuring to 
leap over, and up unto the lin, if he leap well ar 
the firſt, he obtaineth his deſire, if not, he eſſay- 
eth eftſoon the ſecond or third time, till he return 
to his country. A great fiſh, able to ſwim againſt 
the ſtream, ſuch as eſſay often to leap, and can- 
not get over, do bruiſe themſelves, and become 
meazelled : others that happen to fall upon dry 
land (a thing often ſeen) are taken by the peo- 
ple (watching their time :) ſome in caldrons of 
hot water, with fire under them, fit upon fhallow 
or dry places, in hope to catch the fatteſt, by 
reaſon of their weight, that do leap ſhort. The 
taſte of theſe is eſteemed molt delicate, and their 
prices commonly great. In Scotland it is ſtrait- 
ly inhibited to take any ſalmond from the eight of 
September, until the fifteen of November. Final- 
ly, there is no man that knows readily whereon 
this fiſh liveth': for never was any thing yet found 
in their bellies, other then a thick ſlimy humour. 
In the deſart and wild places of Scotland, there 
groweth an herb of itſelf, called hadder or hather, 
very delicate for all kind of cattle to feed upon ; 
and alſo for diverſe fowls, but bees eſpecially : 
this herb in June yields a purple flower, as ſweet 
as 
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as honey, whereof the Picts in times paſt, did make 
a pleaſant drink, and very wholeſome for the bo- 
dy, but ſince their time the manner of the mak. 
ing hereof is periſhed in the ſubverſion of the Pi&,, 
neither ſhewed they ever the learning hereof to 
any but to their own nation. There is no part of 
Scotland ſo unprofitable (if it were ſkilfully ſearch. 
ed) but it produces either iron or ſome other kind 
of metal, as may be proved through all the iſles 
of Scotland. 


A memorial of the rare and wonderful things 
of SCOTLAND. 


Mongſt many commodities that Scotland 
hath common with other nations, it is 
beautified with ſome rare gifts in itſelf, 

wonderful to conſider : As for example, in Ork- 
nay the ews are of ſuch facundity, that at every 
lIambing-time, they produce at leaſt two, and or- 
dinarily three. There be neither venemous nor 
ravenous beaſts bred there, nor do live there, al- 
though they were tranſported thither. 

In Zetland the iſles called Thule, at the enter- 
ing of the ſun in Cancer, the ſpace of twenty days, 
there appear no night at all. Among the rocks 
grow the delectable Lambre, called Succinum, with 
great reſort of the mertirck, for coſtly furrings. 
In the welt and north-welt of Scotland, there is a 
great repairing of the Erne, of a marvellous nature, 
the people are very curious to catch him, and 
punze his wings, that he fly not ; he is of a hudge 
quantity, and a ravenous kind, as the hawks, and 
the ſame quality: they do give him ſuch fort of 
meat, in great quantity at once, that he lives 

Cs con- 
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contented therewith 14, 16, or 20 days, and ſome 
of them a month, their feathers are good for gar- 
niſhing of arrows, for they receive no rain nor 
water, but remain always of a durable eſtate, and 
uncorruptible: the people do uſe them either when 
they be a hunting, or at wars. In the molt of the 
rivers in Scotland, beſide the marvellous plenty of 
ſalmond and other fiſhes gotten, there is a ſhel- 
8 fiſh, called, the horſe-muſlel, of a great quantity, 
# wherein are ingendered innumerable, fair, beauti- 
ful and delectable pearls, convenient for the plea- 
ſure of man, and profitable for the uſe of phyſick: 
and ſome of them ſo fair and poliſhed, that they 
may be equal to any oriental pearls, And gene- 
rally, by the providence of Almighty God, when 
7 dearth and ſcarcity of victuals are in the land, 
then the fiſhes are moſt plentifully taken for the 
# ſupport of the people. In Galloway, the one half 
of loch Mirton doth never freeze. By Inverneſ5, 
the loch called Lochneſs, and the river flowing from 
thence into the ſea, doth never freeze: but an the 
contrary, in the coldeſt days of winter, the loch 
and river do ſmoke and reik, ſignifying unto us, 
that there is a mine of brimſtone under it, of a 
hot quality. In Carrick are kine and oxen, deli- 
cious to eat, but their fatneſs, is of a wonderful 
temperature: all other comeſtable beaſts farneſs, 
with the cold air doth congeal : by the contrary 
the fatneſs of theſe beaſts is perpetually liquid like 
oil. The wood and park of Cumbernauld is re- 
pleniſned with kine and oxen, and thoſe at all 
times, to this day, have been wild, and of a won- 
derful whiteneſs, that there was never among all 
the huge number there, ſo much as the ſmalleſt 
black ſpot found to be upon one of their,ſkins, 


horns or cloove, In Kyle is a rock of the height 
; of 
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of 12 foot, and as much of breadth, called, The 
deaf Craig: for although a man ſhould cry never 
ſo loud to his fellow: from the one ſide to the o- 
ther, he is not heard, although he would make 
the noiſe of a gun. In the country of Strathery, 
upon the water of Farge, by Balward, there is a 
ſtone called, the Rocking-/tone, of a reaſonable big. 
neſs, that if a man will puſh it with the leſt mo- 
tion of his finger, it will move very lightly, but if 
he addreſs his whole force, he profits nothing, 
which moves many people to be wonderful mer- 
ry, when they conſider ſuch contrariety. In Len. 
16Xx is a great loch, called Loch-lowmond, 24 miles 
in length, and in breadth 8 miles, containing the 
number of zo iſles: in this loch is obſerved three 
wonderful things; the one is fiſhes, very delect- 
able to eat, that have no fins to move themſelves 
withal, as other fiſhes do. The ſecond, tem peſtu- 
ous waves and ſurges of the water, perpetually 
raging, without winds, and that in the time of 
oreateſt calms, in the fair pleaſant time of ſummer, 
when the air is quiet. The third 1s, one of theſe 
iſles, that is not corroberate, nor united to the 
pround, but hath been perpetually looſe, and al- 
though it be fertil of good graſs, and repleniſhed 
- With nolt, yet it moves by the waves of the water, 
and is tranſported, ſometimes towards one point, 
'* and other whiles towards another. 

In Argyle is a ſtone found in divers parts, the 
which laid under ſtraw or ſtubble, doth conſume 
them to fire, by the great heat that it collects there- 
by. In Buchan, at the demoliſhed caſtle of $S/a- 
nis, is a cave, from the top whereof diſtills water, 
which in ſhort time doth congeal to hard white 
ſtones, the cave is always emptied. 
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In Lowthian, two miles from Edinburgh ſouth- 
vard, is a well-ſpring, called St. Katharine's well, 
lowing perpetually with a kind of black fatneſs or 
jil, above the water, being frequent in thoſe parts. 

his fatneſs is of a marvellous nature: for as the 
oal, proceeding (as is thought) of the paret-coal, 
hereof it proceeds, is ſudden to conceive fire or 
lame; ſo is this oil of a ſudden operation to heal all 
alt ſcabs and humours, that trouble the outward ſkin 
of man: commonly the head and hands are quickly 
healed by the virtue of this oil: it renders a marvel- 
bus ſweet ſmell. Ar Aberdeen is a well, of marvel- 
ous good quality to diſſolve the ſtone, to expel ſand 


from the reins and bladder; and good for the cholic, 


being drunk in the month of July, and a few days 
of Auguſt ; little inferior to the renowned water of 
the Spaw in Almain. In the north ſeas of Scotland, 
are great clogs of timber found, in the which are 
marvellouſly ingendered a ſort of geeſe, called Clayk 
Geeſe, and do hang by the beak, till they be of per- 
fection: oftimes found, and kept in admiration of 
their generation. At Dumbarton, directly under the 
caſtle, at the mouth of the river of Clyde, as it en- 
ters in the ſea, there are a number of Clayk Geeſe, 
black of colour, which in the night-time do gather 
great quantity of the crops of the graſs, growing up- 
on the land, and carry the ſame to the ſea: then aſ- 
ſembling in a round, and with a curious curioſity, 


do offer every one his own portion to the ſea-flood, 


and there attend upon the flowing of the tide, till 
the graſs be purified from the freſh taſte, and turned

Enoland formerly ſuſtaihed many kings at once, all 
of tem commanding great powers; for in ſpaciouſ- 
nels it ex®nds itſelf from north to ſouth in the broad- 
eſt pl-ce 386 miles, and from the Lands. end in Corn- 
wall, to the Iſle of Thanet in the eaſt of Kent, it 
ſtretches 340 miles. It contains 40 counties. Wales 
hath 13 counties; it was once a diſtinct kingdom by 
itſelf. As to the time of the firſt peopling of it, ſome 
will have it ſoon after the flood, by Sememoeus, 
Huth ſon of Japhet. Others, that it was peopled by 
king Bruties, in the year of the world's creation 
2887. Others, that they are of the Trojan origi- 
nal; ſo that this muſt be about twelve hundred and

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prieſt. But it is rather generally accepted, that a co- 
lony of ſome neighbouring nations, (viz.) from Ger- 
many, wafted over; and finding it a pleaſant fo 
gladly planted themſelves in it. But all is doubtf 
till the landing of Julius Cæſar, which they ſtruggled 
for with much ſlaughter one hundred and twenty 
three years before they conquered it. The women

This peninſule, ſo called by reaſon it is 
almoſt an iſland, as it is now held by the Daniſh king, that 
which is properly called Denmark, is in length eighty miles, 
in breadth twenty, having but little firm land, being divi- 
ded into many iſlands, whereof Jutland for its bigneſs is its 
chief. It borders on Germany, and is neighbour to the 
lower Friſia.
